Madam  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report 
of  the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1957*  During  the  year  a 
number  of  changes  in  personnel  occurred.  Dr.  M.S.  Lougheed, 
Medical  Health  Officer  since  1959,  retired  on  pension  on  February 
28,  1957  and  Dr.  R.G.  Cadham  was  appointed  Medical  Health  Officer. 
Dr.  J.B.  Morison,  Assistant  Medical  Officer  was  appointed  Deputy 
Medical  Health  Officer  on  March  1,  1957.  Dr.  C.H.  McCormick 
was  appointed  full-time  Director  of  Child  Dental  Services  on 
August  16,  1957,  a  position  which  was  formerly  on  a  part-time 
basis  and  had  been  vacant  for  some  time.  Dr.  W.  Turnbull,  part- 
time  District  Physician,  retired  on  April  50,  1957  after  some 
forty-five  years  service  with  the  Department.  We  regret  to  record 
that  Dr.  Turnbull  died  in  September  only  a  few  months  after  his 
retirement  • 

In  the  fall  of  1956  a  by-law  to  regulate  the 
operations  of  Welfare  Institutions  was  passed  by  City  Council. 

The  effect  of  these  new  regulations  became  apparent  in  1957  when 
great  improvement  occurred  in  the  way  of  staff  and  facilities  in 
Nursing  Homes. 
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Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Smallpox  Vaccines  were 
given  to  all  school  pupils  up  to  Grade  VIII  who  had  not  been 
previously  immunized.  The  Salk  Vaccine  program  was  completed 
for  all  school  pupils  up  to  Grade  XII  and  continues  to  be  given 
in  the  Child  Health  Centres  to  infants,  pre-school  children  and 
expectant  mothers. 


The  registry  for  handicapped  children  w as 
expanded  and  now  includes  facilities  for  a  thorough  study  of 
children  with  obscure  cardiac  murmurs,  epilepsy,  hearing  loss, 
diabetes  or  severe  visual  defect.  The  results  of  the  investi¬ 
gation  of  the  latter  resulted  in  twenty-thr ee  children  being 
recommended  for  a  special  vision  class.

The  number  of  live  births  occurring  to  Winnipe 
residents  during  1937  was  6,067  giving  a  rate  of  23.8 
per  1,000  population  which  is  a  small  increase  from  the 
rate  of  23.3  recorded  in  1936.  Of  the  6,067  children 
born  there  were  3,099  boys  and  2,967  giris,  and  one  baby 
whose  se:i  was  not  determined,  giving  a  ratio  of  1,044 
boys  to  1,000  girls.

There  were  180  deaths  of  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  in  1937  giving  a  rate  of  29.7  .per  1,000 
live  births.  This  is  an  increase  of  21.7v/°  over  the 
constant  rate  which  has  prevailed  over  the  last  three 
years  of  24.4  per  1,000  live  births.  29.7  is  equal 
to  the  rate  recorded  in  1933  and  has  not  been  higher 
since  1948.  The  chief  causes  of  infant  deaths  we re 
(1936  figures  are  shown  in  brackets)  Immaturity  38  (27), 
Postnatal  Asphynia  and  Atelectasis  29  (16).  Injury  at 
Birth  17  (19),  Pneumonia,  all  forms  20  (13).  A  detailed 
list  of  the  causes  of  infant  deaths  is  on  pages  13  and  14 
of  this  report.

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Industrial  Surveys 

One  thousand,  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  (1,126)  office, 
business  and  industrial  concerns  were  provided  with  an  opportunity  for 
their  employees  to  have  a  chest  X-ray  at  one  or  other  of  the  96  sites 
where  the  X-ray  machines  were  set  up.  Ninety-six  per  cent  ( 90%)  of  the 
employees  of  these  business  concerns  attended  for  an  X-ray.

In  addition  to  these  new  unsuspected  cases  of  Tuberculosis  some 
individuals  were  found  to  have  other  significant  pathology  of  the  lung, 
heart  or  great  vessels.  Such  individuals  were  advised  to  consult  their 
own  physician  for  further  advice  or  treatment  as  required. 

Table  IV  shows  the  source  of  active  cases  discovered  by  the 
Health  Department.  It  should  be  noted  that  there  were  1,03  3  individuals 
referred  to  the  City  Hall  by  private  physicians  for  chest  X-rays  and  that 
1  new  active  case  was  discovered  among  this  group  or  1  case  for  every 
1>035  physician  referrals  X-rayed.  These  referrals  were  in  the  main  for 
pre-natal  chest  X-rays,  routine  chest  X-rays  in  conjunction. with  a  phys¬ 
ical  examination  or  suspect  lung  pathology.  It  is  interesting  to  specul¬ 
ate  on  the  reason  why  3  of  the  8  new  cases  discovered  daring  the  year  were 
discovered  by  the  X-ray  Unit  at  the  City  Hall  among  15,459  Y-rays,  while 
only  3  new  cases  were  discovered  by  the  Mobile  Units  in  a  total  o  4-3,  '?

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ANNUAL  REPORT  1957 
CHILD  DENTAL  SERVICES 
HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  CITY  OF  WINNIPEG 

During  the  Spring  of  1957  the  Health  Committee  of  the  City  Council  and  a 
Committee  of  Dentists,  appointed  by  the  Winnipeg  Dental  Society,  reviewed  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  School  Dental  Clinic  located  in  the  School  Board  Office  building.  Re¬ 
commendations  were  made  for  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  dental  director  with  public 
health  training,  to  re-organize  and  establish  the  School  Dental  Service  on  a  more 
efficient  and  satisfactory  working  basis,  and  to  take  full  advantage  from  the  benefits 
of  the  expenditure  of  this  service,  in  promoting  and  improving  the  dental  health  of 
the  City’s  school  children.  In  mid-August  of  1957  Dr.  C.H.  McCormick  was  appointed 
full  time  director  of  Child  Dental  Services  for  the  City  of  Winnipeg, 

A  review  of  the  dental  services  resulted  in  the  following  program  being 
instituted.  In  order  to  establish  a  definite  plan  for  dental  treatment  in  the  City, 
a  policy  was  adopted  to  give  as  complete  as  possible  coverage  of  all  indigent 
children  in  Grade  I  throughout  the  City,  and  all  other  indigent  children  to  be 
treated  on  an  emergency  basis  only.  This  policy  was  adopted  as  a  result  of  the 
present  shortage  of  dentists  on  staff  and  also  to  expand  the  benefits  of  a  dental 
program  on  a  systematic  basis.  With  this  scheme  dental  appointments  are  booked 
three  weeks  in  advance  and  a  long  waiting  list  of  this  age  group  await  allocation 
of  appointment  times. 

The  staff  of  the  Child  Dental  Services  consists  of  a  Director,  seven 
dentists  hired  on  a  three  hour  session  basis  per  day ,  three  clerks  and  one  part¬ 


time  dental  assistant. 
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The  dentists  on  staff  are  all  members  of  the  Winnipeg  Dental  Society, 
three  who  have  retired  from  private  practice  (Drs.  Morrison,  White  and  Wright); 
the  remaining  four  have  been  generous  enough  to  allot  time  from  their  private 
practices  (Drs.  O.R.  Sarchuk,  J.  Slogan,  A.  LaChance,  and  A.  Pommer) .  Dr.  R.W. 

Scott  retired  from  the  staff  of  the  Dental  Services  in  June  of  this  year.  The 
Child  Dental  Services  budget  for  1957  provided  for  94 2  dentist  sessions. 

The  Winnipeg  School  District  includes  some  45,000  school  children, 
with  a  Central  Dental  Clinic  located  in  the  School  Board  Offices  Building,  to 
attend  to  the  needs  of  all  indigent  and  underprivileged  children  of  this  group. 

As  of  October,  1957,  there  were  6,300  dental  charts  on  file  (kindergarten  to 
Grade  VI  inclusive) .  A  review  of  the  patients  submitting  for  treatment  during 
the  month  of  September,  revealed  81$  classified  to  be  eligible,  as  indigents,  for 
treatment  in  the  Clinic.  Beginning  in  October,  all  patients  accepted  for  treat¬ 
ment  were  indigent  as  classified  by  the  school  nurse  and  by  a  signed  statement  by 
the  parents. 

Results  of  a  Grade  I  survey  made  during  October. and  November,  1957, 
which  included  22  schools  selected  at  random  and  a  total  of  1,669  children  examined, 
showed  that  429  parents  requested  the  City's  treatment  facilities.  Screening  of 
this  group  by  the  school  nurse  reduced  this  number  to  329,  leaving  19$  still  classed 
as  eligible  for  City  Dental  Services.  There  are  approximately  7,000  Grade  I  children 
in  the  City  of  Winnipeg.  Using  the  above  percentage  it  would  suggest  there  are 
1400  Grade  I  children  alone  needing  financial  assistance  for  dental  work. 

An  average  child  of  six  years,  having  never  visited  a  dentist,  requires 
a  minimum  of  2  hours  dental  work  (U.S.P.S.).  This  particular  group  of  indigent 
children  would  require  933  dental  sessions  to  be  placed  in  a  dentally  fit  condition; 
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the  1957  budget  allows  for  942  sessions  for  the  entire  elementary  school  system. 

On  the  basiL  that  Grade  I  represents  one  sixth  of  the  elementary  school  population, 
the  established  minimum  number  of  sessions  required  would  be  5 >59#  or  the  services 
of  12  full  time  dentists.  Four  times  the  present  establishment  would  be  necessary 
to  give  adequate  coverage  of  the  indigent  group  of  children  in  the  elementary  grades. 

During  the  school  examinations  in  1957  a  dental  education  kit  was 
distributed  to  the  Grade  I  teachers,  prepared  and  issued  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Welfare  of  the  Province  of  Manitoba.  The  dentists  of  the  school  clinic 
availed  themselves  as  consultants  in  aiding  and  promoting  dental  health  programs 
that  teachers  cared  to  institute,  in  attending  Home  and  School  meetings,  as  well  as 
in  other  speaking  engagements.  The  school  examinations  also  revealed  that  57$  of 
the  Grade  I  children  were  visiting  a  family  dentist,  but  not  necessarily  having  all 
dental  work  done  or  completed.

Prevention  and  control  is  the  answer  to  the  dental  disease  problem, 
and  this  must  of  necessity  begin  early  with  the  young  child.  Most  children,  at 
present,  are  not  receiving  dental  supervision  in  time  to  obtain  the  benefits  of 
prevention.  The  objective  of  the  School  Dental  Program  is  to  foster  and  encourage 
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all  aspects  of  improving  the  condition  through  dental  education,  motivation 
and  early  dental  treatment,  and  supervision  by  the  Family  Dentist  where  possible, 
but  when  the  child  is  indigent,  through  the  facilities  of  the  City' s  Dental 
Clinic . 


Dental  care,  commencing  at  an  early  age,  and  furnished  on  an  annual 
incremental  basis,  requires  less  service  time  than  meeting  accumulative  needs, 
and  therefore  makes  for  more  effective  utilization  of  available  dental  personnel. 

It  is  of  little  value,  year  after  year,  to  discover  and  announce  that 
a  child  has  defective  teeth,  vision,  hearing,  etc,,  if  nothing  is  done  to  correct 
the  defect.  With  our  present  limited  dental  resources,  it  is  important  that  one 
start  out  in  an  organized  manner  and  one  from  which,  as  time  passes,  a  larger  and 
more  effective  dental  program  will  develop.

As  pointed  out  in  the  previous  report  (1956-195?)  >  "the  mass  periodic  examination 
of  school  childrai  has  been  largely  eliminated  because  we  have  fait  it  was  waste¬ 
ful  of  time  and  personnel  and  the  results  obtained  were  of  comparatively  little 
value.  An.  examination  done  by  the  family  physician  is  much  more  valuable  and  we  have 
experienced  first  class  cooperation  wi th  the  medical  profession  in  obtaining  informa¬ 
tion  which  might  affect  the  child's  school  health.  This  spirit  of  cooperation  has 
been  encouraged  by  relaving  to  the  family  doctor,  information  in  regard  to  a  child's 
health  which  has  come  to  our  attention  and  which  we  feel  the  child's  physician 
diould  know. 

The  present  program,  in  brief,  includes: 

1)  Examination  of  all  school  entrants  who  have  not  been  examined  by  a  private  physi¬ 
cian.  (approximately  5 0$  of  all  entrants)  . 

2)  Yearly  check  of  vision. 

3)  Hearing  tests  with  department  audiometer  by  City  ealth  Department  audio netrist 
on  all  G-rade  iV  puoils  and  any  others  referred  by  teacher,  'rincipal  or  senool 
nurse,  or  recniested  by  private  or  school  physician,  --ore  than  1,000  su.ci>  tests 
were  done  from  April  1  to  June  30 ,  1953. 

4)  Medical  interview  of  Grade  Mil  and  Arade  7..  pupils  selected  from  results  of  an 
annual  medical  questionnaire.  Only  those  presenting  health  proolems  whicn 
might  interfere  with  their  school  attendance  or  pen  or  1  nee  are  san.  The 
emphasis  is  on  problems  of  vision,  hearing,  heart  disease,  epilepsy,  diaoet^s, 
physical  disability  and  frequent  illness  causing  an  undue  amount  of  absenteeism. 
It  has  been  our  experience  that  approximately  4 7 8u  of  all  sc.iool  crildren  in 
C-rades  VII  and  X  are  seen  by  private  doctors  at  least  once  a  year. 

5)  Any  school  child  referred  by  principal,  teacher  or  school  nurse. 

6)  A  continuing  program  of  immunization  clinics  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus, 

Ihooping  Cough  and  Poliomyelitis. 

7)  An  educational  program  including  specially  prepared  articles  for  school 
teachers’  bulletins  and  meetings  with  school  teachers  on  the  subject  ox 

school  health. 

8)  A  registry  maintained  in  the  City  health  Department  with  the  assistance  of  a 
Dominion-:’ rovinoial  health  C-rant  of  all  handicapping  conditions  affecting 

school  children. 

q)  Medical  review  by  conference  with  public  health  workers,  Child  Guidance  Clinic 
and  arrorooriate  medical  specialists  of  school  children  with  serious  teaiw*  “ 
vision  problems,  lecommendation  for  special  vision  class  nas  seen  made  m 
eighteen  cases  and  a  special  class  for  these  seriously  handicapped  children  is 

now  in  operation. 

A  statistical  breakdown  of  the  results  of  medical  questionnaires  and  inter¬ 
na  ews  by  school  nurse  and  doctor  is  attached.

The  work  of  the  Branch  during  the  year  was  curtailed  to  some 
extent  by  a  shortage  of  staff.  The  shortage  existing  at  the  start  of  the  year 
was  aggravated  by  the  resignations  of  four  experienced  Health  Inspectors. 

When  it  was  found  that  qualified  inspectors  were  not  available  for  hire,  authority 
was  obtained  to  conduct  a  training  course  for  sanitary  inspectors.  In  co-operation 
with  the  Provincial  Departments  of  Education  and  Health  plans  were  mad.e  to  conuuct 
a  course  starting  early  in  195&  for  fifteen  students  at  the  Manitoba  technical 
Institute. 


HOUSING  DIVISION: 

Late  in  1956  the  Zoning  By-law  was  amended  to  provide,  effective 
January  1957,  that  enforcement  of  all  provisions  of  the  By-law  would  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings.  Concurrent  with  this  change 
the  establishment  for  Health  Inspectors  was  reduced  by  three.  One  Health  Inspector, 
experienced  in  certain  phases  of  the  Zoning  By-law  was  transferred  to  the 
Engineering  Department.  This  transfer  of  work  permitted  this  department  to  give 
closer  attention  to  the  enforcement  of  Public  Health  Act  regulations  respecting 
«  rooming  and  lodging  houses".  These  regulations  enacted  late  m  19?6  enabled  the 
department  to  take  measures  to  improve  housing  conditions  m  the  City,  lhe  aetai  -e 
report  of  the  Housing  Division  will  indicate  that  considerable  progress  was  ma  e. 


DAIRY  DIVISION: 

Improvement  in  the  quality  of  milk  shipped  and  the  sanitary 
condition  of  milk  producer's  premises  continued.  Frequent  testing  of  samples  o 
milk  and  cream  sold  in  the  City  indicated  that  the  supply  is  safe  and  of  the 
highest  quality.  The  handling  of  milk  on  producer's  premises  and  hauling  of  t 
by  bulk  tanks  was  introduced  with  considerable  success  during  the  year.  Probably 
due  to  the  efficient  cooling  of  the  milk  in  bulks  tanks  and  the  keeping  f 
contamination  to  a  minimum  the  quality  of  milk  nandled  in  bu  y  f  b lk 

has  been  very  good.  Regulations  governing  the  installation  ana  operation  oi  bulk 
tSks  were  drafted  in  cS-operation  with  the  Dairy  Commissioner  of  Manitoba.

FOOD  DIVISION: 


Effective  March  1,  1957,  the  Liquor  Control  Act  provided  four 
types  of  liquor  outlets  in  adcition  to  beer  parlors  which  had  been  in  operation 
for  many  years.  The  amendments  to  the  Act  made  provision  for  several  types 
of  outlets  all  of  which  were  required  to  have  food  available  for  consumption 
on  the  premises.  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Liquor  Control  Commission 
providing  that  all  liquor  outlets  must  meet  satisfactory  standards  and  be 
approved  by  the  medical  Health  Officer  or  his  representatives  before  a  license 
to  operate  was  issued.  This  involved  a  considerable  increase  in.  work  for  the 
Food  Division.  Progress  was  made  in  improving  sanitary  conditions  in  restaurants 
and  other  food  handling  establishments.  N'e  are  pleased  to  report  that  food 
poisoning  outbreaks  were  limited  to  one  or  two  persons  at  a  time  and  no  outbreaks 
occured  in  the  City  involving  a  group  of  people. 


SANITATION  AND  HYGIENE  DIVISION: 


The  work  of  the  division  is  covered  in  some  detail  in  the 
report  prepared  by  Principal  Inspector  A.  Cross.  A  considerable  number  of 
complaints  concerning  nuisances  created  by  pigeons  were  received  during  the 
year.  Methods  for  combatting  this  alleged  nuisance  were  given  careful 
consideration  by  the  Health  Committee,  who  authorized  late  in  1957  that  one 
of  our  inspectors  be  granted  permission  to  shoot  pigeons  in  localities  where 
such  birds  were  creating  a  nuisance.

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DIVIo ION  OP  SANITATION  AND  HYGIENE 


January  to  December.  1957 


This  Division  is  charged  with  the  routine  inspection  of  offices, 
workshops  and  factories;  swimming  pools;  schools;  comfort  stations;  and 
approximately  440  licensed  premises.  In  addition  the  division  inspects 
and  reports  on  garbage  and  refuse  in  y<„rds  ana  vacant  lots  and  on  streets 
and  lanes;  workmen's  closets;  noises;  smoke,  fumes,  dust  and  odours; 
infestations  of  insects  and  rodents;  and  on  pigeons  and  poultry.  This 
division  collects  all  water  samples  for  bacteriological  analysis. 

r lou tine  inspection  of  workshops  and  factories  is  beginning  to 
show  good  results,  there  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the 
sanitation  and  hygiene  of  workshops  and  factories,  a  great  aeal  of 
defective  plumbing  has  been  repaired  or  has  been  removed  then  properly 
installed.  here  plumbing  fixtures  were  insufficient  the  number  of 
fixtures  was  increased,  oome  problems  in  ventilation,  often  necessitat¬ 
ing  a  great  deal  of  expense  to  the  proprietor,  were  solved.  A  few 
cases  of  over crow ding  were  abated,  at  present  2, Cl?  workshops  and  factories 
receive  routine  inspections. 

swimming  pools  continue  to  receive  weekly  inspection.  At  each 
inspection  orthotolidine  tests  are  uade  for  available  chlorine;  the  p^ 
is  measured;  ana  a  sample  of  the  pool  water  is  taken  for  oacteriological 
analysis.  This  year  one  new  pool  -  the  hydrotherapy  pool  at  the  Trine ess 
Elizabeth  hospital  -  was  added  to  our  list. 

To  ensure  the  safety  of  our  urinking  water  an  average  of 
40  samples  for  bacteriological  analysis  were  obtained  weekly  at  strategic 
points  tliroughout  the  city. 

In  the  late  fall  permission  was  granted  to  one  of  our  insoectors 
to  shoot  pigeons.  This  work  will  continue  through  the  coming  year. 

because  of  a  shortage  of  inspectors  one  inspector  was  transferred 
in  September  from  the  wivision  of  oanitation  and  -ygiene  to  the  housing 
Eivision.  at  present  the  staff  of  the  Sanitation  and  hygiene  division 
consists  of  one  principal  inspector,  one  assistant  principal  inspector  and 
five  district  inspectors,  a  perusal  of  the  yearly  statistics  that  follow, 
shows  that  the  division  maae  a  total  of  17,454  inspections  and  re-inspections 
and  dealt  with  5,456  defects.
